ire and have been known to the Allied Statesmen 
for nearly a year, and is their reason for refusing 
auv peace overtures from Germany except an un­ 
conditional surrender. 
The peace move of the 
Hun is neither a cry of kamerad or an effort to 
make the best possible peace they can get. 
It is 
a carefully planned move to play for time on the 
part of t h e German armies and to stir up dissen- 
tiou among the allied people, and thus weaken the 
force that is rapidly and surely daily bringing near­ 
er the end of Autocracy and the triumph of Democ­ 
racy. 
This we must bear in mind and avoid the 
trap set by the Hun. 
We must get behind our 
diplomats and prepare to fight to the uncondition­ 
al surrender of the German nation and ils allies.
